This is a decision on the renewed petition, filed May 29, 2007, which is being treated as a 
petition under 37 CFR 1 .78(a)(3), seeking to add a claim for priority under 35 U.S.C. § 120 and 
365(c) for the benefit of priority to prior-filed PCT Application No. PCT/EP01/14300, filed 
December 5, 2001, by way of a certificate of correction.

Since the rights granted by a U.S. patent extend only throughout the territory of the United States and have no 
effect in a foreign country, an inventor who wishes patent protection in another country must apply for a patent in 
a specific country or in regional patent offices.
